In 1921 death ended the trou­ 
ble plagued career of the Colo­ 
rada Midland 
For three decades 
this 398 
mile line. 
small by railroad 
standards but still a major Col­ 
orado industry, had served as 
Colorado Springs economic art­ 
ery to the west It had perform 
cd a significant role in develop­ 
ing central and western sec­ 
tions of the Centennial State. 
Physically the Midland passed 
away 44 years ago but its mem­ 
ory refused to die The moun­ 
tain road has lived in the mem­ 
ory of ttie men who worked on 
it. and at all levels of economic 
life in the Pikes Peak Region 
and all along the route it served 
In death the Midland has be­ 
come something of a shrine to 
devotees of western history and 
western railroading 
Now a climatic contribution 
toward preserving the memory 
of this spectacular railroad has 
been written by Morris Cafky of 
Denver and just published by 
the Rocky Mountain Railroad 
Club 
For the first time the 
complete story of this lost cause 
In railr siding is told. 
In this 467 page monumental 
work 
entitled "Colorado Mid­ 
land.” Cafky describes graphi­ 
cally and o f t e n dram atical­ 
ly in story and nearly 500 pic­ 
tures. including four paintings, 
maps and drawings the multi­ 
tude of problems that beset the 
Midland 
These difficulties, recounted in 
detail, range from the initial 
costly construction of the first 
standard gauge route into the 
mountains 
Costly 
operations 
over steep grades and 
sharp 
curves and through the spine 
of the continent via the long 
Hagerman and later the Busk- 
Ivanhoe tunnels proved a con 
stant handicap 
Competition 
from 
the 
Rio 
Grande, t h e n owned by t h e 
Gould 
interests, 
was another 
problem. The author recounts 
all the financial burdens, chief 
factors in a series of receiver­ 
ships and two foreclosures as 
the road passed into the owner­ 
ship of major lines. The debt 
load squeezed surpluses into def­ 
icits and even rn the 190008 
golden years sharply reduced 
profits. 
In his earlier book. "Rails 
Around Gold Hill.” Cafky dealt 
with 
the 
Midland 
Terminal, 
which kept the name Midland on 
the railroad map until 1949. To 
a degree the Midland Terminal 
figures in the whole Midland sto­ 
ry. but the main emphasis is on 
the Colorado Midland. 
For 
the 
railroad 
buffs, of 
which he is one of the most ar­ 
dent. the author compiles 
all 
phases of the Midland’s motive 
power, rolling stock, equipment, 
trackage and all the other tech­ 
nical material dear to the hearts 
of steam era fans. 
The new book is thus an en­ 
cyclopedia of railroading on the 
Midland. Every paragraph re­ 
flects 
the 
author's 
extensive 
and careful research. 
But Cafky has gone further in 
catching, with dram,atte impact, 
the human side of the Midland. 
He recognizes that a railroad is 
no better than the men who run 
it 
and the Midland required a 
strong and courageous breed of 
men 
He pays homage to the spirit 
of the rugged and loyal “Mid­ 
land family” from trainmen to 
gandy dancers He pictures their 
struggles with construction, op­ 
eration. the many wrecks which 
often were spectacular and cost­ 
ly in life, and with the bliz­ 
zards, floods and slides. 
Sharing in the author s com- 


mendatum are the top execu­ 
tives who directed operations 
and the road's financial back­ 
ers m their unending efforts to 
solve the unsolvable burden of 
debt 
CafVys account of the winter

Even before the first Mid­ 
land tram pulled into Grand

Cafky describes the Midland's 
tribulations under a succession 
of ownerships and under receiv­ 
erships, foreclosures and reor­ 
ganizations On April 21.

Carlton bid it in at a foreclosure 
sale for $1 425,000. 
According to the author. Carl­ 
ton and his associates were mo­ 
tivated by altruism They “ felt 
loss of the Midland would in­
